When a Jap goes to war he says 
goodbye to his family, He ex- 
pects to be killeg and they are all 
happy about it because they be- 
lieve there is no greater glory 
and the happiness, which wil! be 
his reward in the hereafter for 
. his sacrifice for Japan, is greater 
than anything he could expect in 
this world. 

It fits-the legend we have heard 
for a generation that* a: bow! of |

every Japanese.
